Bow Electrical Appllanocn Are Now Util- 


ized For TIJs Enrpoae. 


When electrical plants were first in- 


stalled aboard ship, lead incased cables, 
iv.i! in ordinary molding, were uped al- 
r.., t ri'tii'ely, and in case of iron ships 
;'. i bu1] wag fyequeutly employed for 
i! yctitra orffhit. The latter method 
'•c' -^ passed out of use, for it not only 
nn reused the fire hazard, bnt was in- 
ffleiciit n'schanically, and also liable 
to Rive riso to disturbing influences on 
H" ship's compasses. 


Lead incased conductors in ordinary 


un-lding were used on the first two 
Hi itcd States men-of-war having olec- 
t.'n plants—tho Trenton and Omaha— 
l/nt with unsatisfactory results in each 
case. In the latter ship, the electrical 
plant of which was installed by the 
writer-in 1884, the lead incased port 
and starboard mains passed through 
holes bored in live oak knees, one hole 
to about each six feet of run, and the 
writer has a vivid recollection of tho 
difficulties encountered in boring several 
hundred ' thrsfc-quiBrter and half inch 
holes through about eight inches* of 
gnarled oak,_vcry nearly as hard to 
pieroB as some of the tougher inotals. It 
is perhaps needless to say that the cost 
of labor and tools was no small item in 
the cost of installation.' 


Lead incased conductors were finally 


discarded, .except in some special work, 
as the protection from injury to the in- 
sulation and from moisture, which tha 
lead sheath was supposed to give, was 
found to bo '..illusory." Dents caused 
short circuiting on the sheath of the 
conductors, whilo'punetures, permitting 
the entrance of moisture, led to bad 
grounds as well as short circuits. 


At tho present day what may be call- 


ed a composite system for the installa- 
tion of the distributing conductors is 
employed. Equal security in all parts 
of the installation is the object kept in 
view, and to obtain this several systems 
are blended together as one. While 
molding and flexible conduits are used 
in' the saloons and cabins, the conduct- 
ors in the machinery spaces and holds 
are run in iron coduits, which are thor- 
oughly inihsulated on the inside, and 
special fittings aro employed in passing 
through the decks and bulkheads. Spe- 
cial water tight switches, cutouts and 
fixtures are also used wherever there is 
exposure to the weather.—B. G-. Ber- 
nard in Cassier's Magazine.

A Public School In Germany. 


KWBS 8 o'clock, and school was about 


to begin. At a signal from the teacher 
the boys arose in their places, and with 
bowed heads stood in reverential silence 
while one of their number recited a 
short prayer. As soon as the boys were 
again in their seats tho teacher began 
the recitation, and I began to gaze about 
the room. There were nearly 50 boys 
seated, on ten plain.'board benches, with 
the same number of equally long nnd 
plain desks in front, an almost esact 
reproduction of the .furniture of the New 
England district echoolbouse of a gen- 
eration ago, 


The teacher's desk, which stood upon 


a high and very small platform, was 
etrnally inexpensive and devoid of orna- 
ment. The walla and ceiling of the room 
wore of a soft brown color slightly tinged 
with green, while the benches and desks, 
including that of tho teacher, wsre 
stained a darker brown, excepting tho 
tops of the desks, which were painted a 
dull black. There were windows on only 
one side of'the room, and the seats were 
so arranged that tho rays of light Ml 
upon the pupils' books over the left 
shoulder. There was only ono black- 
board in the room, and that was a email 
wooden one which was placed behind 
the teacher's desk and was accessible 
only to a person standing upon the 
teacher's platform. Crayon marks upon 
the blackboard were removed by means 
of a moist sponge, never 'with a dry 
eraser. 
In many of tho schoolrooms 


which I subsequently visited there were 
a few good pictures to be iseen, and the 
tint o( the walls varied (somewhat, but 
in all essential features that first school- 
room was typical of r,U. ihat I saw after- 
ward.—Educational Review.

most in endeavoring to impress the 
people with that mysterious substance 
termed "confidence." It was a roansur 
ing word and served the purpose for 
which it was intended, and helped to 
elect McKinley and delay the possible 
change in conditions that seemed immi 
nent under tbe Chicago platform. 


A man who believed in tbe platform 


was termed an "anarchist" or some 
thing worse, yet Ex-President Harrison 
now comes forward and finds tha1 
American resources and ingenuity are 
checked by existing laws and that the 
prospeotu of toiling humanity are dig 
couraged by trusts and combines. In 
fact within a few months he discovers 
that the principles enunciated by the 
so called "anarchists" at the Chicago 
Convention were in the interest of tin 
common people, while the platform o 
the St. Louis Convention was a delu 
alon, a snare and a pretense to oatcl 
tbe votes while directly planned and 
carried oat in the interest of the money 
power.

The People ofthe State of Nevada Keyre- 


tented in Senate and Aisembly Do Enaet

Section I—Prom and alter the passage of 


this Act, no officer or employee of the State 
shall purchase on the credit of the State any 
article of supplies, goods, wares or merchandise 
or obtain any services to be rendered by any 
person for the State, except by express per- 
mission and written authority previously ob- 
tained from the Board or Commissioners, or a 
majority of the members therof, having control 
and supervision of the department or office for 
which such purchase is made or such services 
are rendered, except only in cases where such 
officer or employee has specific authority to 
purchase or obtain the same conferred upon 
him by Statute.

The Educational Ideal. 


Our present system of elementary ed- 


ucation does not rise to the moral re- 
quirements of the age. It stands too 
largely for the development of the mem- 
ory for the purpose of mere money mak- 
ing, to the neglect of the nobler spiritual 
qualities.. It too often leaves ont the 
cultivation of the heart and the training 
of the hand, the quickening of the con- 
science and the growth of the moral 
perception. Such a system ia not educa- 
tion iu any large sense; it is what Pos- 
talo'sszi culled "mere instruction. " The 
c-ctaffition that makes character, indi- 
vidual and national, begins with _the 
hctirt, the conscience and the imagina- 
tion. Tho-storing of the memory with 
facts is a tool shop more essential to the 
making of a living than the learning 
bow to live, which is life's higher pur- 
pose. ' '."We create life through ideals, ' 
tanfht Pestalczzi. "We learn by do- 
inff,"'Snid Frcebel. And both agreed 
that life must be taught from life or by 
example, and that the individual gift of 
the pupil was "sacred to the teacher, 
and that each pupil ainst be developed 
after his own gift as'thongh there were 
no other pupils like him or gift like his 
in the world. The old time New Eng- 
land school dame, whipping the dates 
of the reigns of Roman emperors into 
6-year-old brains, formed no part of the 
orand Pestalozzian .vision. "Education 
stands for character," said Pestalozzi. 
Our national education is defective in 
the power of this fundamental principle. 
A reconstruction of education must come 
in this country, and the best methods 
of -character education bo made universal 
or else we must suffer deterioration. A 
heart that responds to justice is the first 
lesson of life, and the ideal or gift of 
the pupil must be studied by the teacher

The one of perfume was indulged to 


tosuoh an extravagant degree by the 
ancients that some of the more awetoo 
men had good reason to denounce tk 
Solon issued an edict prohibiting its sale 
in Athens. Julius Caaar and Luctous, . 
who were Boman consuls in 685, pub- 
lished a law forbidding the gate ot-exot- 
ics in that city, and by the laws of 
LypurguB perfumers were expelled from 
Sparta as being wasters of oil and en- 
couragers of sonsnonsness. Olearchus 
wrote against the excessive use of un- 
guents, and Socrates declaimed against 
them in strong terms, preferring, he 
said, "the smell of healthy toil and the 
perfume of a good and manly life. 
It 


was customary at festivals to pass round 
to the guests perfumes served in ala- 
baster boxes and vessels of gold. At one 
of these feasts Cynulcns, who loved to 
deride the youth for the use of perfumes, 
was made a butt for their ridicule. 
'Some mischievous youth anointed the 
cynic with much ointment, pouring it 
lavishly over bis head and face. When 
he awoke, he exclaimed in an angry 
voice: "What Is this? O Hercules, will 
not some one come with a sponge and 
wipe my face, which is thus polluted 
with a lot of dirt?" 
At the Syrian banquets it was usual 


"or the slaves to come in with blodden 
full of Babylonian perfumes and bedew 
the garlands awl Brails and hangings 
und fill 'tW nails with delicious fra- 
grance. In some &f the more modern 
feasts statues and ornaments were pro- 
vided witrh Jets which threw out diluted 
esso^es and attars.— JLondon Society.
